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Sample of Confusion 
The current attack by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission on long distance telephone 
rates appears to be badly timed and hasty and, 
certainly at this time, ill-advised. 


In a series of actions which began with an 
order of the F. C. C. issued late in November, 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany and its affiliates, including the Bell Sys- 
tem, have been asked to show cause why their 
“long lines” charges should not be reduced. A 
request for continuance of the case to a later 
date has now been denied and a hearing is 
scheduled to begin before the commission.on 
December 16, just 10 days away. 


The situation does not present a pretty pic- 
ture of war-time co-ordination among govcern- 
mental agencies. On one hand, the War Com- 
munications Board is vigorously supporting the 
widespread campaign of the telephone com- 
panies to persuade the public to slash civilian 
use of long distance calls to an_ irreducible 
minimum. 

On the other hand, the F. C. C. now invokes 
its own authority in a rate-reducing procedure 
which, if successful, will have one outstanding 
effect—immediate encouragement of increased 
use of long-distance telephone lines. 


That elementary conflict, however, is not the 
whole story. 


War operations already have taxed existing 
telephone facilities to the limit. Inability to 
‘obtain the necessary amount of critical mate- 
rials such as copper, aluminum and nickel has 
made it impossible to increase those facilities 
except for absolutely essential military needs. 
Any additional non-essential traffic, such as a 
rate reduction would inevitably induce, would 
further complicate that situation. 


It is authoritatively asserted, for example, 
that every 10 per cent increase in long distance 
circuits would require a minimum of 2,200,000 
pounds of copper and large quantities of other 
vital war materials. 

The telephone companies would also find 
their man power problems further intensified. 
It is common knowledge that these companies 
have already provided tens of thousands of 
highly trained techicians to the war effort. Of 
course the end of that contribution, and the 
concurrent training of replacements, is not 
yet in sight. 

Conservative estimates hold that every 10 
per cent increase in long distance traffic would 
require the hiring and training of some 3,000 
operators alone, not to mention a proportionate 
increase in linemen, repairmen and other per- 
sonnel. 

Even if war-time conditions did not prevail, 
there is reasonable room for doubt about the 
justice of this contention for lower long dis- 
tance rates. As far as the public is concerned, 
long distance rates are now the lowest in tele- 
phone history. And, until understandable war 
conditions intervened, long distance service was 
the best in history, 

Long distance telephone communications 
play too important a part in this war to be 
disrupted by any governmental bureau. And 
most assuredly the companies which have done 
a magnificent job 0n war communications so 
far, deserve more time than has been allotted 
them to prepare their case—even if such a 
hearing were sensible at all, at this time.

They have set grand 
example to older men in all walks of life who 
have, many of them, so far failed to find a 
suitable channel for the realization of patriotic 
desire to help bring the victory.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
THAT COMING INVASION WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Any 


effort to interpret the move- 

ment of American troops in North Africa in relation to the second 

front we are determined to open in Europe is, of course, a matter 

of obvious speculation, No one outside of the Allied high com- 
mand is. able to speak as to our plans. 

Nevertheless, it is possible to engage in a 
certain amount of intelligent speculation on the 
subject which should have an absorbing public 
interest at this time. 

Both President Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill have acknowledged that the over- 
all strategy behind the move was to give us 
a new springboard for launching the European 
attack. It had certain collateral objectives, such 
as clearing the Mediterranean for Allied ship- 
ping, chasing the Axis out of Africa and pro- 
tecting the western approaches to Suez, either 
one of which, would have made the mission 
worth while. 

But the main purpose of the American occu- 
pation was to lay the groundwork for an assault 
on Hitler from the soft underside of Europe— 
a quarter in which he thought he was rela- 

. tively safe from attack. 

The chief question posed by the North African development is, 
therefore, when and where is the Allied attack likely to be staged? 
Informed military sources hasten to point out that it is possible to 
get a better insight on the first question than the second. 


WILL TAKE TIME We are not likely to make any move to- 

ward opening the second front from the 
Mediterranean until the African situation is stabilized and then 
thoroughly organized, the experts agree. All of that will take a 
certain amount of time. Hitler undoubtedly realizes this, which 
largely explains the delaying action his forces are fighting in 
Tunis and Tripolitania. 

The latest estimates of our military men is that it will probably 
take until around Christmas to clean up the North African situa- 
tion. By that time, unless greater resistance is met than is antici- 
pated, we should have chased the Germans out of Tunis and gath- 
ered in the last remnants of Rommel’s routed army in Libya. 

The way will then be opened for a concentration of our forces 
preparatory to the great assault on Hitler’s European bastion. Per- 
haps not before spring will it be possible for us to properly organ- 
ize our forces for that momentous event, which promises to be the 
high point of the war’s dramatics. 


PRELIMINARY MOVES Most military observers seem to 

agree that the all-out invasion at- 
lempt can hardly be expected before then, although it /may be 
preceded by a number of preliminary moves of high dramatic 
quality. We may, for example, undertake to capture Sicily, just off 


‘the Tunisian front; Crete, the Dodecanese Islands, and even Sar- 


dinia, They would be highly useful both as air bases for the 
bombing raids we intend to conduct and as stepping-stones for the 
later invasion. 

The fight for these islands will probably involve the greatest 
air battles Europe has yet seen. 

Timing of the grand European assault will be guided by the 
period required for establishing the necessary number of men in 
Africa. Competent authorities have suggested that we would not 
be ready to launch the attack until we have as many as two or 


three million men on the scene. 
HOW MANY MEN? As to how much of a force we already 
have on the scene, that is a military 
secret which the Allied high command is not divulging. It is 
possible, however, to make a few intelligent gueses which are in- 
teresting. Although it has not yet been announced, it is reported 
on acceptable authority that the size of the original landing force 
we put down in North Africa was approximately 200,000, or con-

whose income was so low that the 
government exempted them from 
the public income tax. 

The Labor Relations Board took 
its cue from congress and con- 
nived with the unioneers, and, 
after many outrageous violations 
of the rights of American citizens, 
a house committee, which made 
an investigation, demanded a com- 
plete delousing of the board’s per- 
sonnel and reported that certain 
staff members of the board had 
used their power to “drive em- 
ployes to join forms of organiza- 
tion not of their own choice, 
thereby depriving them of their 
rights of self-organization.”

While war 
work suffered for want of man power, and men with children were 
drafted for the Army, government service gave draft exemption 
to hundreds of thousands who did nothing but make work for one 
another and burden the taxpayer. 

The President did nothing about it until Senator Byrd called 
attention to the situation in a way that made headlines. Then he 


“requested” a clean-up. 

What is the explanation? Is the President “forced” by critics 
to do things he is reluctant to de? That may be true in some 
— He confessed revealing the loss of a carrier to placate 
critics. . 

But if he seems to act tardily, and only when critics clamor, 
it is probably because he isn’t aware of a mess until it is somehow 
called to his attention. 

He is trying to manage a war.and a nation. He is reluctant to 
delegate authority to other men—probably because so many have 
failed him—and he holds far too many strings. No human being 
could do well all that he is trying to do. The result is that many 
things remain undone, and many bad things get by because he 
doesn’t know about them and nobody élse has authority to change 
them. He reads hourly reports from 15 war fronts. He can’t check 
sub-contracts to see whether Bill Jones is using the wrong screws, 

Honest ¢ritics are volunteer trouble-shooters, doing a chore the 
President can’t do. They are sometimes rebuked, and they often 
are caught off base—especially when their written criticism ap- 
pears in print two days after the criticized mess is corrected, 
But they are doing a war job, and we'd have more messes with-

CAMDEN, l.. J., Dec. 6.—(#)— 
The aircraft carrier USS Belleau 
Wood was launched at the New 
York Shipbuilding Corporation 
yard at 1:14 p. m. today, the first 
of three war vessels to slip into 
the Delaware river on three con- 
secutive days, as a pointed answer 
to the Axis on the anniversary of 
Pear! Harbor. 

The Belleau§ Wood, converted 
from a ship originally begun as a 
10,000-ton cruiser, was the third 
carrier to come out of the same 
yard in 15 weeks. The USS In- 
dependence slid down the ways 
August 22, followed by the USS 
Princeton November 9. 

Mrs. Thomas Holcomb, Wash- 
ington, D. C., wife of Lieutenant 
General Thomas Holcomb, United 
States Marine Corps commandant 
and a hero of the battle of Belleau 
Wood in the first World War, 
christened the ship. 

Tomorrow the USS New Jersey, 
heaviest battleship ever launched, 
will go down the ways at the 
Philadelphia navy yard. The USS 
Miami will be launched Tuesday

‘To Extend Soon 
Into Europe, Asia’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(AP)—Extension of America’s 
offensive fronts into Europe and Asia in approaching months 
was indicated today by the Army’s deputy chief of staff, 
who warned at the same time that victory “does not look 


like a hurry-up job” 

“In approaching months, as we 
extend our offensive fronts into 
Europe and Asia, we can hardly 
hope to keep our losses low,” sa-1 
Lieutenant General Joseph T. Mc- 
Narney. “The bloodless winning 
of Dakar cannot be duplicated 
every day. 


“Today all America flames with} 


the offensive spirit. Our watch- 
word it attack. Somewhere ahead 
lies victory. We must fight our 
way there. It does not look like 
a burry-up job, much as we would 
have it so.” 


Labor for Victory. 

McNarney’s address was prepar- 
ed for a “Labor for Victory” broad- 
cast sponsored by the American 
Federation of Labor. He shard 
the program with Rear Admiral 
E. W. Mills, assistant chief of the 
Navy’s Bureau of Ships, and AFL 
President William Green. 

“The Germans are entering their 
fourth war winter and the Japa- 
nese are entering their sixth,” Mc- 
Narney observed. “Both may well 


be wearying of their ambitions to4’ 


dominate the world. But, though 
we be fresh and they tiring, we 
must not miscalculate the degree 
of their fatigue.” 

So far, the deputy chief of staff 
said, U. S. casualties in this war 
have been only one-seventh of the 
total of 365,000 in World War I.

Tribute to Labor. 

“This remarkable increase in the 
rate of production was made pos- 
sible only because American labor 
recognized the urgency.” 

“We have quadrupled war pro- 
duction in less than a year’s time,” 
Green asserted. “We have subordi- 
nated our own personal advantage 
to the national welfare and have 
given priority to only one supreme 
objective—winning this war iu the 
shortest possible time.” 

President Manuel Quezon, of the 
Philippine commonwealth, speak- 
ing to his countrymen by short- 
wave, told them the United States 
and President Roosevelt “are not 
neglecting you.” 

“This is not a war between the 
United States and Japan alone,” 
Quezon’s script continued. “This 
is a global war, and, in order to 
win, it must be won on all fronts 
before our victory is complete.” 

Day of Infanmy. 

Another statement commemorat- 
ing Pearl Harbor’s “Day of In- 
famy” came from Eric A. John- 
ston, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 
Declaring “fone year of almost in- 
credible military and industrial ef- 
fort is transforming America into 
the most powerful warrior nation 


in all history,” Johnston said

Veteran Senator Expects

Long Fight. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(4)—Sen- 
ator Norris (Independent, Nee 
braska) told a Pearl Harbor anu.i- 
versary rally in Carnegie Hall to- 
night that victory in the war must 
be followed by complete and per- 
manent disarmament of our ene- 


mies, who must then be treated 
“in a spirit of friendliness and 
equality.” 

_ Speaking of the terms of a fu- 
ture peace treaty, tne veteran sen- 
ator, who retires from public life 
January 1, said in a prepared ad- 
dress that every submarine and 
armored ship “must be sunk to 
the bottom of the sea” and “every 
factory making war materials must 
be absolutely and completely de 
molish¢ed.” 

“Havin completely disarmed 
our enemies, and having provided 
that disarmament be permanent, 
we must then, with this qualifica- 
tion, treat our conquered cnemies 
in a spirit of friendliness and 
equality.” 

While the senator said there was 
a long and hard fight ahead, re 
added that indications now were 
that “victory is in sight for us and 
our Allies” and that the terms of 
the victory must be absdlute—“an 
unconditional surrender.”

MY DAY: Firs. Delano.

NEW YORK, Friday—yYesterday morning I attended a little 
ceremony. The Brooklyn Goodwill Welfare League, a group of 
women who have really done a remarkable piece of work in raising 
money and helping various war and local 
charities since the beginning of the war, 
named an ambulance they bought in mem- 
ory of my mother-in-law. They would have 
liked to present it to the President, but it was 
not possible for him to give up the time, so 
he asked me to receive it. 

The ambulance meets all the standard Army 
and Navy requirements and will serve shortly 
in some place where it can be of use to our 
armed forces. 

This group seemed to me particularly ener- 
getic and active. I enjoyed very much being ies 
with them, and also seeing Mr. Newbold Morris 
again. He and I were the only speakers present. 

From there I went to the College of the City of New York and 
spoke in the great hall to a gathering of students. At City College 
they have the largest ROTC of any college in the country. It 
certainly was an impressive sight looking down on all of these 
boys in uniform. They are so young and their responsibilities 
are so heavy. 

The chairman of the meeting said to me afterwards that he 
felt it was not fair to say that the future lay in the hands of youth 
alone, that all of us together have to carry the burden. I agree 
with him, of course, and I think we older people have the obliga- 
tion to look at the future realistically, but it is much harder for 
us not to be tied to the past. Perhaps our best function is to 
evaluate the past and try to point out what things seem to us to 
have proved themselves valuable.

Running streams and the river banks where they go 
for water, are other very likely places. We found 
them everywhere today. 

It is the hunter’s paradise here at the farm in Ypsilanti. 
A great body of water virtually surrounds Harry Wismer’s 
estate. In near-by fields there*are quail and pheasants 
galore, there is venison in the storage room. Fred, who 
served 10 years in the Pullman service, was an expert 
guide on the pheasant hunt. We didn’t get off Wismer’s 

‘place, not having a horse, and got the limit in a reasonable

at vou. This bird would rather run than fly and conse- 

quently gives a dog a good workout. 

It does not covey as quail do, and it does not get 
up with the roar of the bob white, but the cock does 
cackle and the hen makes a slight roaring sound on 
the rise, they are big and all that, but it is a trick to 
bring them down on every shot, when they are 
winged, which often happens, they hit the ground 
running, and the dogs don’t catch them. 

Their colorations blend in with the backgrounds of the 
sov bean fields and they can be staring you in the face 
and you won’t always see them. Then they cackle and 
move away from there. 

As mentioned, there are many covies of quail, 
and I am ashamed to say that they got in our way. 
There is no question about a pheasant being a little 
better target. As a fellow said, all this and heaven, 
too. 

There would be ducks on the lake, except that the 
colder weather has moved in and the body of water is 
virtually frozen over solid. The flight of ducks have gone 
on south. I missed the last ones by less than a week. 

In the meanwhile, there is ample fun in hunting the 
pheasants. It is a splendid bird. .

After 12 Months of 
Fighting, Outlook is 
‘Still Uncertain.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(#)—A 
year ago tomorrow it happened, 
and if anyone in those next few 
days while the first shock of in- 
dignation was settling into a cold 
fury thought of sports at all it was 
a brief flash of a very bleak pic- 
ture indeed. 

We shared the apprehension 
with a good many others. We were 
doubtful that baseball, if it started 
at all, would finish the season. We 
visioned pro football as definitely 
doomed, and college football of a 
corner-lot variety. We saw box- 
ing folding up almost completely, 
and golf reduced to a purely recre- 
ational status. 

In fact, we were something of 
a calamity howler. Some of our 
fears materialized at least in part, 
but despite everything the past 1 
months have fownd sports still 
very much in the picture. 

The major leagues, and most of 
the, minors, finished their sea- 
sons. Football produced an inter- 
esting, if dizzy, season. The golf 
pros finished their winter tour 
with their troupe almost intact. 
Boxing has kept in the spotlight. 

STRIP FIELDS. 

What the war did do to sports, 
among other things, was to strip 
the fields of many of their star 
performers. -It generally cut at- 
tendance at sports events. It 
caused cancellation of U. S. G. A. 
national tournament, reduced the 
national tennis championships to 
a travesty. It took most of the 
champions away from the prize 
ring. 

Unforseen events such as tire 
and gas rationing and other trans- 
portation difficulties left their 
mark, but in spite of everything 
sports have carried on in at least 
a semblance of their former form. 

Today sports face the second 
year of war with a calmer, saner 
outlook. They are prepared for 
any eventuality, and know that 
this next year will see a magnifi- 
cation of the problems encounter- 
ed the past 12 months. 

For one thing, the baseball men, 
and the colleges, know that the 
18-19 draft is going to make a 
tremendous difference in material 
available for minor leagues and 
for college football. 

Gas rationing, heretofore cor 
fined to the eastern seaboard, now 
is effective throughout the coun- 
try. Difficulties of rail travel will 
grow more acute as the war effort 
proceeds at maximum velocity. 

ABANDON TOUR. 

The golf pros already have aban- 
doned their winter tour. The U. 
S. G. A. will continue to confine 
itself solely to raising war funds. 
It is doubtful that the U. S. L. T. 
A. will attempt another national 
tournament. 

Football still is too far away for 
the sponsors to make even a guess 
as to what the effect of loss of 
players -and transportation diffi- 
culties really will have. 

Baseball last week made its | 
plans for another season; plans. 
the baseball men fully realize are 
as fragile as a china plate, but 
nevertheless plans. They are 
ready to change them or cancel 
them -.on a moment’s notice. 

Boxing is proceeding practically 
on a week-to-week basis, and prob- 
ably can do so indefinitely, as the 
transportation problem isn’t in- 
volved, and you always can dig up 
enough lads to do the fighting. 
But the big outdoor shows are 
out, if for no other reason than 
the fighters who would warrant 
such a setting are not available. 

We have an idea that as long 
as the war news continues favor- 
able sports will carry on after a 
fashion despite gas _ rationing, 
transportation difficulties, dim- 
outs and whatnot. They may lack 
the class of other years, but that 
is to their credit. Classed as an 
industry, they are providing as 
much as any other in the way of 
man power and financial support

“After the Pearl Harbor blow, 
we were like a groggy prize fight- 
er hanging on the ropes,” he said, 
during an interview at the Bilt- 
more hotel yesterday.. “If the

Speaking on the eve of the anni- | 
versary of the .JJapanese attack on 
Pear] Harbor, Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz pointed to the rising tide 
of American strength and the cor- 
responding ebbing of Japanese 
power, and said: 

“We have used what we have 
to the best advantage, and even 
though we have taken consider- 
able loss we’ have made the enemy 
suffer much heavier losses.”
